We now cross Cleveland Street, and the block to the north has 
one house.. We run out of cement sidewalks here, and find one 
house, on the corner of Main and Thurman; the home of the 
Lana’s, who have the Candy Store. As we cross Thurman and look 
to, the east, we can see the Catholic Church on the southeast 
corner of Thurman and Second Streets. Crossing Thurman, we see 
the home of R. Bradley, who is the manager of the Pioneer Bank; 
the only home in this block. Across Harrison, there is only one 
home before we come to Morton. 

We are now at the Morton Street School at the north end of 
Main Street. This school was built of brick on land given by the 
Pioneer Land Company at a cost of $9,425.00 in 1889. 


We will now go: west to the Southern Pacific Railroad tracks. 
There are four homes before we come to Sunnyside. These are the 
homes of J.F. Boller, Attorney; A.J. Delany, owner of a hardware 
store; Fanny Dent; and V.D. Knupp, who is the manager of the 
Pioneer Land Company property. West of Sunnyside, there is one 


house east of.the tracks. 


As we look northwest, we see the granite High School on 
Belleview Street, two blocks away. This school was first used in 
1905.:Mr. W, Bartlett was interested. in promoting this school, as 
well. as the granite blocks that were quarried at the South Tule 


and Rocky Hill Quarries. 


- We. will cross Morton Street here and before “D” Street, as we 
walk east, is the home of David Vaughn’s family. Crossing “D” 
Street, we have the Talbott home on the eastern corner of “‘D” and 
Morton Streets. The next house is the brick home of the John Zalud 
family. Crossing Hockett, we see the wood home of the Dan 
Abbotts. Continuing to the corner of Main and Morton Streets, we 
will now turn south and take up the west side of Main Street, going 
back to Olive Street where we started our tour.

Hill and 


east on Morton for several blocks, we can see Carter 
e homes along Morton Street. On Main Street, as we go 


south, there are four homes, all built from the same plans by the 
Pioneer Land Company. They are rented to Reese, Bullard, 


Morrison and the Nickolsons. 


Before crossing Harrison, we see the two-story, wood building 
which is used as the City Hospital. As we cross Harrison Street, 


there are no_ buildings. 


This lot is used for carnivals, the 


Chautauqua Tent, and’other Gutdoor amusements. : 

We now cross’ Thurman Street, and first we see the new 
Carnegie Library ‘finished this year of 1908. The brick building 
south of the library isthe City Fire House. It was built in 1893 
by ‘the Pioneer Land Company and given to the city after the 
original .wood building on Second Street burned. The fire 
equipment at this time consists of one hose cart. In case of fire, 
the nearest drayman hooks the cart to his wagon and goes to the 
fire. The firemen are volunteers of the city. Harry Davis is the 
elected Fire Chief, and is also a local painter and paperhanger. The 
fire bell that calls the members to the fire also rings four times 
each day at 8:00 a.m., 12:00 noon, 5:00 p.m., and 9:00 p.m. (All 
youngsters are to be off the street by 9:00 p.m.) The volunteers 
are a very social group. They sponsor the July 4th Picnic, the 
Parade, and the New Year’s Masked Ball each year. 

The sheet iron building, on the corner of Cleveland, is the 
carnival building. It has been used for roller skating, wrestling, and 
other activities, but is closed at this time. ' 

As we cross Cleveland Street and look west, we can see the 
H.F. Brey home at “D” Street on the right, and the Konda home 
at Hockett Street on the left. The Anderson home, west of the 
alley, is also to the left. There are seedling orange trees planted on 


both sides of the dirt walks. 


Now we will cross Cleveland, and the Swett home is the first 
place. This is a typical California, up and down, twelve-inch wide, 
board house with batts. which were painted white at one time. Mr.

ARMY ENGINEER PROJECT DESIGNED 


TO IMPROVE LAKE SUCCESS FISHING

VISALIA — The Army Corps 
of Engineers has embarked on an 
ambitious project that is 
‘designed to improve the fish 
habitat and subsequent fishing at 
Lake Success near Porterville. At 
present, success of fishermen at 
this lake is declining, a 
phenomena which is not 
unexpected. 

As a new lake fills, feed is 
plentiful and fish multiply and 
grow rapidly and fishing is 
fabulous. Then as the lake gets 
older silting takes place which 
reduces both food supply and 
protective rocks and other 
outcroppings and fish are 
reduced both in numbers and 


size. 
The Corps of Engineers and 


. cooperating agencies hope to 


reverse this decline in fish 
_ numbers by ge artificial 

d tires in 
~ séveral areas of the lake. These 


artificial reefs can be readily 
seen when the lake is low. 
However, as the water level 
raises, these tire reefs will 
become submerged offering 
protective shelter for the newly 
hatched fish. Several of these 
reefs are located adjacent to 
known spawning areas. 

A long term research study 
which will evaluate results of the 
project is also underway. This 
study is being jointly conducted 
by Corps of Engineers personnel 
Jim Scullin and Steve Phelps, 
Farm Advisor Bob Miller and 
Wildlife Specialist Lew Nelson 
from the University of 
California, and Howard 
Shainberg, Fish Biologist with 
The Department of Fish and 
Game. 

During the coming year fish 
population studies will be made 
near the mouth of the south 
fork of the Tule River. Artificial 
reefs made from old tires will

We see cement sidewalks now for the next two blocks. We are 
now at the I.T. Halford Store. He carries a general line of groceries 
and articles used in the home. There is a butter churn in his 
window. Next door, we have the A.J. Delany Hardware Store. 
There are several horses and buggies and one of the four 
automobiles in the city parked in this block. In Delany’s we see 
rope, hammer-type shotguns, wood heaters, and pocket knives on

The dry powder is measured out in small quantities on paper 
squares, then folded, placed and delivered in boxes of a dozen or 
so. To take, the powder is then placed on the tongue and washed 
down with water. All liquid medicines are plainly marked “shake 
well before taking.” Quinine is used for colds and for Malaria. The 
first telephone switchboard was in this drug store, and had five 
subscribers; one of which was Rev. J. Milligan.
